



INDIANA RECORDING CLUE 


As I used to be a fairly 
active member of the VOICE- 
SPOND:NCH Club, I want to con- 
tribute to the IRC and the 
Tape Squeal. I was in Stock- 
holm recently to visit the 
newley opened Broadcasting 
Museum. The museum was opened 
on the Ist of March by the 
President of the Swedish 
Broadcasting Corp. Otto 
Nordenskiold and the President 
of the National Telephone Co. 
Tony Hagstrom, The Marconi- 
Stille "steel tape" machine 
was used between 1935 and 1945 
They were used mainly for 
recording radiotheater, drama, 
concerts and other big per- 
formances. The machine has three heads. One for erasing, one for recording and 
the last one for playing and control of the sound quality while recording. 

The tape was rewound at double speed. The playing time was 30 minutes per 
reel. The bottom photo shows a reel of steel recording tape from 1935 with a 
weight of 15 kilograms, about 33 pounds, The reel beside it is a 7 inch reel 
of Agfa tape. Below the Agfa reel is a Phillips Ferro C-60 cassette.

Nine tapes donated to the music library

We now have almost 400 tapes in the music 
library and it continues to grow each month.

to the library, we'll gladly accept them - 
and lets see how long it will take before we 
also have 400 cassettes in the library.
